She was so frightened she 
couldn't cry out, The thing was there for 
only a few seconds then with a ‘‘whoosh- 
ing sound” it elevated and disappeared 
upward into the sky. Mrs. Smitn then 
ran out to Charles, and put her arms 
around him. He had begun to sweil, and 
there was a sooty deposit on his face and 
neck and shirt. 

The object, according to Mrs. Smith, 
was somewhat like a top, and gave off 
black soot and fire. The boy stood there 
with his eves tight shut and his hair 
standing on end until the object went 
away. 


Mrs. Smith said that one of Charles’. 
ears looked “like'a piece of raw meat.”| 
He was not “burned bald” as some re- 


ports declared, but he was swollen so 
badly that his nose,was scarcely visible. 
His eves were swelled shut. 

Samples of the boy’s skin and hair 
were taxen, along with his T-shirt and 
his Grandmother's apron against which 
she heid Charles, and were sent to an 
FBI laboratory. 

Upon receipt of the initial news of the 
burn case, APRO contacted Mrs. Smith 
and obtained additional facts as well as 
the name of the Doctor who treated the 
boy. When the Doctor was contacted he 
yielded the following information: 

The boy was treated at Lee County Hos- 
pital where he stayed for five days. The 
burns, which were second deyree with 
some imbedded soot, were on the face, 
ears and neck and according to the Doe-

It is necessary for a jumper to have a flash light or small 
bencon with him, or have some one on the ground shining a light 
on his chute to guide him to the ground, 

Had this been the case, the light shining on the chute could 
nave appeared to move slowly and grow more bright or dim. 
There wus a brisk wind oul ofthe WSW at 25 knots, which could 
have moved the chutes in a NE dicection. Although cloud cover 
was at 4,000 feet, a beacon licht reflected off the clouds could have 
appeared fo be a light moving rather erratically as the cnule fol- 
lowed on its course to the ground. 

The sky-divers' light theory might be a disillusionment for 


many; however all phases of sighters’ descriptions would be cov- 


ered by the deduction,

One of the most sensational reports to 
come out of the spring and early summer 
flaa in New Mexico was the case of 
Charlies Keith Davis of Hobbs, New Mex:

Charles 
Davis was standing just outside the back 
door of his Grandmother’s laundry in 
Hobbs.
